He wag also known until the day of his
forced retirement as ''The Fox of the
Balkans,"'

He deserved the title, Flo had the benk
of a vulture and the craftiness of o weasel.

He wak n penniless princeling of the
House of Saxe-Coburg-Ciothe when Bul-
garin took him up.

The story of Bulgaria. and of Ferdinand,
is ope of the most romantie tales ever told
in the history of the Nalkan Peninsula.

A, McGAHAN, of Ohio, a newspaper

» torrespondent, fs the man to whom pri-
murfly Bulgarin owes her (reedom from the
“}‘l‘f"!‘lllnh. ernelty and faming fanaticikm
of 300 venrs of Turkish rule.

It was bock In 1857,

MeGahan had gone to the Balkans as the
correapondent for one of the London newe-
papers. He lind traveled down into Tal-

arln, which was then feeling the heel of
urkey upon her neck wore heavily than
evoer,

Tn May of that year the Turks invaded
the Bulgarian town of Batak, They slaugh-
tered l'-gﬂn out of the 7000 inhabitants of
the place without regard to pnge or sex,

Tt was ope of the most terrible crimen
that had ever been perpetrated o s land
notorlous for its disregard of human life, *

McGahan's  investigntions disclosed the
further fact that not less than 12,000 Bul-
garian Christiane had been murdered by the
Turks In that month nlone, \

Achmet Aga, the Turki<h commander in
charge of that district, was decorated by the
Sultan Abdul Hamid 17 for his share in the
butehery,

It was thia same Abdul. "*The Buteher of
Earope,”" who was dethroned and impris-
oned and who disd not long sinee in exile,

Ml-GAH:\.\"ﬂ letters deecrihing the Bul-
garinn massacres were gmuggled out of
the country. Thele publication shook Bu-
m[lw ke an earthquake.

t was the first authentic information tha
world had of the awful conditions existing
in the heart of that peninsula

Gladstone thundered agnlinst Turk
in Parllament.

Russia declared waor an behalf of her eo-
religionists, and the Russo-Turklsh con-
